OK, back on old radios.... for the moment anyway. 


I still use drifty old radios regularly for my QSOs which often involve 
hour-long rag chews.? In particular, I often use separate transmitters 


and receivers if for no other reason than I enjoy them.?? Lately 
however, in perhaps a sign of growing older and less patient, I've grown 
tired of constantly re-zeroing to stay on frequency. 


I've finally done something about it. 


With this posting to boatanchors, I'll describe at a high level what 
I've done and I'll make the technology I've developed available for free 
to anyone who wants it. 


I've developed a digitally synthesized VFO which can be adapted to any 
old transmitter, transceiver, and several transmitter/receiver pairs.? 
The hardware is unremarkable.? It is based on cheap, commonly available 
hardware which includes an Arduino processor, an $i5351 frequency 
synthesizer, and a digital display.? Lots of articles have been written 
about VFOs built around these three pieces.? Do a web search to see what 
I mean. 


The value I've added relates to the modular nature of the software I've 
written which makes adapting to various old radios if not trivial, then 
at least easy.? My code, for example, can create a VFO for all of the 
following: 


Gonset GSB100 & Hallicrafters SX100 (dual tracking outputs for 
transceive operation) 


Gonset GSB100 & Heath Mohawk (dual tracking outputs for transceive 
operation) 


Eldico 100F transmitter (outputs for VFO, carrier, and heterodyne 
oscillator) 


Heath Marauder transmitter (outputs for VFO, carrier, and heterodyne 
oscillator) 


Heath HW101 transceiver (outputs for VFO, carrier, and heterodyne 
oscillator) 


Atlas 210x transceiver 


Versions of my VFO for many, many, many other radio architectures are 
simple to implement. 


If you enjoy QSOs with your old gear but are tired of constantly 
re-tuning, you might also benefit from building one of my VFOs. I'll be 
happy to send you a copy of the source code for free and provide a 
limited amount of tech support.? There are no strings attached.? You 
won't owe me anything in return.

Sure looks like I remember him looking 20+ years ago. The story is right 
too - he grew up in the Northeast as did I, was born in Pittsburgh PA as 
was I, and while he was an electrical engineer, he greatly appreciated 
everything mechanical, and I do recall him having been a private pilot. I 
also recall him leaving Texas to go out west - I don't remember Wyoming 
specifically. Pretty sure this is "our" Hank Van Cleef. 


When I came onto the BA list in, I think in 1996, Hank was one of the 
first guys on the list that I met electronically...and over the years he 
spent many, many hours sending me e-mails schooling me in the ways of 
Boatanchors. As I've noted, Hank was an electrical engineer, but loved 
mechanical things, and since I'm a mechanical engineer by education, one 
of our favorite topics was the *xmechanicalx construction of the rigs we 
own and love. He was a big fan of Nationals due to the very clever 
mechanical engineering within, and I seem to recall he thought highly of 
Millen equipment as well. 


Over the years, I've very much come to appreciate both the electrical and 
mechanical engineering in our old radios, and think of Hank as I look at 


the engineering in these old sets.

and was spot on. He also gave me a lot of advice on being a "new 
engineer" which was helpful, although my first job was technically not 
engineering, but technical training. 


I drove out to his place in Austin TX (I think it was Austin?) once. He 
was living in a ground floor apartment, and it was a museum of Boatanchor 
receivers. I spent hours talking with him in his apartment and left with 
a darn-near-mint Hammarlund HQ-150. Hank's HQ-150 sits on a shelf above 
the two monitors where I'm writing this e-mail. It will be the last 
receiver I'll ever sell, as it sitting up there reminds me of Hank, times 
past, and the lessons he taught me. 


The only thing not mint on the HQ-150 is the S-meter scale, it's pretty 
awful. I've got a new reproduction one ready to go into it, but just 
can't bring myself to change it out? 


To the right of the HQ-150, sits a National NC-100A. This is the second 
to last receiver I'll sell - I bought it at the Belton Texas hamfest, it 
was my second BA but the first one I purchased. I was too young and dumb 
to get it working all that great, and I sold it to Larry Ware in Florida. 
(who remembers Larry?) If I remember right, Larry was going thru a 
divorce, was selling all his BA gear, and I bought the NC-100A back from 
him. Part of the allure of this NC-100A isn't that Larry owned it, but 
because Hank thought very highly of the mechanical engineers at National.

It's crystal controlled. I'd like to drive it with an 
sig gen that will deliver 20V PTP into a Hi-Z load. 


Below are diagrams of the driver stages, both 12BY7, 
one from the Bendix (simple transmitter) and one 
from the Drake T4. 


The Drake stage is grid-block keyed by grounding 
the bottom end of R22, removing the negative 
blocking bias. The Bendix uses B+ keying 

and "protects" the finals from no drive by 

using low screen voltage. 


I want the 12BY7 in the Bendix to accept the 
sig gen output, so I'm thinking: 


Remove the 150 pFd C80 (effectively an RF bypass 

when using the generator). 

Increase R50 to somewhere north of 50K. 

Insert a cathode resistor of about 100 Ohms, 

bypassed by .0047. 

Drive the grid of the 12BY7 through a DC blocking cap.
